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COMPARISON OF CONDITIONS EAST AND WEST 


Result of a Country-wide Tour by F.A. Wiggins, Reported at Pacific Coast 
Association Convention at Victoria, B. C. 


Dear Friends: 

I greatly regret missing the pleasure of the 1926 meeting, 
especially since you are being entertained this year by our 
good friends in Victoria. It was my intention to have returned 
from the East in time to be present but unavoidable circum- 
stances have prevented. However, you may be sure that I 
am with you in spirit and I trust that your deliberations, as 
always, will be of lasting benefit to our organization and the 
industry at large. 

During the past few weeks it has been my privilege to visit 
Nurseries in Iowa, Kansas, Missouri and from that on East, 
including Kentucky, Alabama and in the far East, Pennsyl- 
vania, Maryland and New York State. 

As usual, such opportunities of observation bring out the 
fact that every locality has its own problems and that no one 
locality can claim all the advantages or will admit all of the 
disadvantages. The Lord still continues to smile on the just 
and the unjust through the invariable working out of the laws 


of nature. 

In the Central West, as most of you doubtless already know, 
the zero temperature of October 31st, last, caused untold dam- 
age to the yearling and two-year-old apple blocks. The late 
spring in many sections thereabouts, together with dry 
weather, considerably reduced the stand of apple grafts and 
lined-out stock generally. The same unfavorable spring condi- 
tions seem to have prevailed more or less from the Central 
West to the Atlantic, both north and south, although there are 
exceptions here and there. The stand of buds in many lines 
of fruit and in roses is quite reduced. 

In Pennsylvania, Maryland and New York State and pos- 
sibly also in others of the states farther west, evergreens, both 
young plants and in many cases young trees of all ages were 
badly hurt. One well known concern claims a loss of $30,000 
in evergreens alone, most of which were ready for this sea- 
son’s market. 

In the Kaw Valley, Kansas, I was shown a very good block 
of two-year apples which had come through last October’s zero 
temperature in exceptionally good condition, which were sold 
in May to one of the largest Nurseries. The evening of the 
day I visited this Nursery a destructive hailstorm destroyed 
from 25 to 50 per cent of the trees. 

All of the above indicates that many of us in the far West 
who are seldom visited by hail, drought or unusual low tem- 
peratures have much to be thankful for and it furthermore 
reveals that any business which can absorb such losses from 
time to time must have unusual elements of profit to withstand 
such so-called “acts of God.” 

It strikes me that although a law of average might, in 
every locality be worked out to meet such situations as above 
indicated, such law of averages ought not to be counted upon 
to even up losses due to our own carelessness, neglect of 
fundamental things or deliberate over-production in our own 
plants on the “chance” that some buyer will take the stock 
off our hands at some price. It is quite evident this season, as 
has been the case many other years, that the reduction of the 
surpluses in many sections of the country due to the above 
mentioned untoward conditions is the only thing which has 
prevented disastrously low prices, particularly in apple trees. 
Many Nurserymen, both large and small growers, had gone 
on with a considerable plant seemingly with the hope that 
whatever happened to the other man’s crop he personally 
would be immune from damage and would save and market his 
crop at a profitable price. Instead, however, the Lord smote 
him and saved him, wicked sinner though he was, against the 
economic law of supply and demand. 

METHODS WHICH INVITE DISASTER 

We have repeatedly reiterated and accepted the truism 
that we are inviting disaster as individuals when we produce 
quantities beyond our own proven methods of distribution. It 
is economic ruin to plant blindly against the “hope” of selling. 
Each concern and each commodity must build up distribution. 
Keen salesmanship is more necessary today than ever in the 
history of merchandise. Price cutting of surpluses is a 
mighty poor weapon. The competitor is as able and willing to 
use it as we. Cutting the legitimate prices of peach trees, for 
instance, in half will not double the planting and even though 
it should, we are taking a definite and specific loss on every 
tree we sell and handling twice the number of trees for the 
same amount of money. If Henry Ford marketed his product 
on any such basis, he would be broke. In fact, if he produced 
for the market as blindly as the average Nurseryman, without 
keeping his distribution ahead of his output, multi-millionaire 
that he is, he wouid be as badly “bent” in a few months as 
many Nurserymen are all the time. 

In all lines of human activity as in the history of species, 
it is the survival of the fittest and only those Nurserymen and 
other business men survive and ultimately prosper who ser- 
iously study their problems, charting cause and effect in pro- 





duction and distribution and charting the results so that in- 
telligent conclusions may be reached on which to base future 
activities. 

To apply the above specifically, let us say that our Nursery 
has adopted a plan of a production and distribution chart in 
which individual varieties as well as grouped classes are con- 
sidered. We show in tabulated form the amount of stock 
budded, grafted or lined out, the resultant amount of the 
finished product, the culls or discards, the additional amount, 
if any, purchased and the amount sold. This chart carried 
over several seasons is most revealing as it plainly indicates 
in frequent instances average overproduction with consequent 
losses or at least no profits. Such a chart, some of you may 
remember, was discussed in one of our Portland conferences 
and we have found it easy to set up and operate and cruelly 
convincing in the harsh truth it frequently reveals. 

SECRETARY TONNESON’S VALUABLE SURVEYS 

The Pacific Coast Association of Nurserymen, due to the 
general similarity of the problems of the coast Nurserymen, 
has been able to do some worth while things in its organiza- 
tion which the National Organization has thus far not been 
able to undertake. Through the annual and semi-annual sur- 
veys made by our most efficient and painstaking Executive 
Secretary, Mr. Tonneson, we have available statistics, tabula- 
tions and information which, if conscientiously and intelligent- 
ly used, will save each of us and the industry as a whole, 
great loss and which as we well know will help stabalize our 
industry more than any other one thing we can do. In fruit 
trees particularly Pacific Coast production is largely distribut- 
ed on the coast. Hence, it is idle for us to speculate by grow- 
ing excess quantities of many of those items in the hope that 
the East may be short and draw on the West. Mr. Tonne- 
son’s tabulations, therefore, have particular and valuable sig- 
nificance for all of us. We can and all will profit by these tab- 
ulations except when we decide that all the others will govern 
their planting thereby and that we will be the exception and 
jump in with a surplus. Such activities usually result dis- 
astrously. 

One cannot visit any section of the East without noting the 
tremendously increased interest in landscape planning, both 
city and country. Ornamental and landscape plans and serv- 
ice are now being offered by practically every retail Nursery- 
man besides which specialists in strictly landscape service 
are busy twelve months in the year in personal touch with 
home builders, home owners, real estate operators and de- 
velopers of sub-divisions. The individual Nurseryman must 
be prepared to place his ornamental stock either directly in 
the hands of the planter or else command the trade of some 
other distributor who enters that service. The ultimate con- 
sumer is the person on whom we all depend to keep us in busi- 
ness. He must be reached either directly or indirectly. 

The Northwest is feeling more and more the effect of land- 
scape planting and in every locality there is evident a desire 
for improving the home surroundings. We can each capitalize 
this condition to our own profit and to the beauty and utility 
of both city and country property. By cultivating our own im- 
mediate outlet we can occupy ourselves profitably more 
months in the year in creating distribution, and the completed 
planting influences many additional plantings which handled 
nearby always means more profit than is the case with those 
handled at leng range. 

CAUTION ON GROWING FOR THE EAST 

It has often been remarked in recent years, that the em- 
bargo on fereign plant importations gives the Pacific Coast a 
great outlet for many things which we can grow here of a 
superior quality. While this is true, it is equally true and self- 
evident that to plunge into large production of many of these 
items without first knowing quite definitely whether they can 
be profitably marketed, is only inviting disaster. The few 
concerns on the coast who have made any money on Eastern 
distribution have spent some years and much money in learn- 
ing what to grow and where to place it. 

As is true of Western fruits only superior grades will carry 
the excess freight. To grow many of the common items in the 
West is merely to furnish fuel for the brush pile. A careful 
study of Eastern wholesale lists available to every Nursery- 
man will soon convince him that many items should not be 
grown in quantities beyond local needs. Goods do not sell 
themselves. It takes high class salesmanship and a proper 
regard for the competitors’ goods and prices to meet the 
situation. 

In connection with the Eastern shipments your transpor- 
tation committee will doubtless already have reported, but I 
am prompted to mention a conversation with Mr. William Pit- 
kin of the Chase Nurseries in Rochester, in which he ex- 
pressed the opinion that if we could get the present car rate 
of $1.871% per hundred to Rochester, for instance, to apply on a 
16,000 pound minimum car instead of the present minimum of 
20,000, we would then have a $300 car rate to such points as 
Rochester which, in his opinion would be with most Nursery 
products a more advantageous rate than $1.50 per hundred on 
a 20,000 pound minimum. I believe he has written our society 
or some of our members somewhat along these lines.

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REMARKABLE EXPANSION OF GOVERNMENT NURSERIES 


Big Private Plantings Supplied by Federal and State Authorities 


Record Reforestation Acreage 

Records have been smashed in the num- 
ber of acres reforested this spring, particu- 
larly in New York State where approximate- 
ly 20 million trees were set out during April 
and May—more than double the number 
planted in the spring last year, says the Fur- 
niture Index. The fall planting will proba- 
bly increase the number to nearly 23 million. 
It is planned in New York to quadruple the 
number of trees raised in the state Nurseries 
by 1927 over the output of 1925. 

Pennsylvania will further increase the out- 
put in the Middle Atlantic states. Present 
plans provide for doubling tree production 
in Pennsylvania by 1928. Other sections ctf 
the country are planting more trees than 
ever before. Forest-tree growing has been 
stimulated by the passage of the Clarke- 
McNary law which will be the means of as- 
sisting 25 states in reforestation work. An 
allotment of $2,000 in February annually to 
each state through the provisions of this law 
will provide means for carrying forward the 
establishment of Nurseries in many states 
until the states themselves are supplied with 
adequate funds. 

The plains and prairie states including 
North Dakota, South Dakota, Iowa, Ne- 
braska, Kansas and Oklahoma, have exceed- 
ed other sections in reforesting idle land, 
having done 54% of all planting. The Lake 
States rank next with 14%; the Middle At- 
lantic section stands third with 8.8%, and 
the Rocky Mountain States with 7.8% are 
fourth. 

The farmers are far ahead of other tim- 
berland owners in the number of acres plant- 
ed, having supplied 75% of all the artificially 
planted forests while the large timberland 
operators and wood using industries have re- 
forested only 1.4%. It is to be expected that 
farmers would do more planting—they are 
the largest class of idle land owners as well 
as timber owners, but compared with the 
acreage.owned by lumbermen, the percent- 
age of reforestation work done by farmers is 
greatly in their favor. It is apparent that 
owners of farm land are beginning to con- 
sider the growing of trees from the crop 
viewpoint—they have the idea of crop pro- 
duction when planting trees as they do when 
planting grain and other farm staples. 


Big Coal Corporation Nursery 

Clearfield, Pa., Bituminous Coal Corpora- 
tion has put Cambria County on the map in 
reforestation by planting 210,750 pine seed- 
lings. Clearfield County had 434,250, Indiana 
County, 644,050, or a total of trees planted 
this season of 1,298,505. 

These seedlings were all grown in the 
Corporation Tree Nursery at Clymer, Pa., 
except 100,000 which were furnished by the 
Pennsylvania Department of Forests and 
Waters. 

This department can only furnish 100,000 
seedlings to each planter per year and this 
fact brought about the starting of the Corp- 
oration Nursery at Clymer, as the number 
furnished by the state is but a small percent- 
age of the trees planted by this corporation. 

San Bernardino, Cal., Aug. 10—Approving 
the site in Devil Canyon for the proposed 
forestry Nursery in Southern California, Earl 
H. Clapp, assistant forester at Washington 
and directly in charge of experimental sta- 
tions, will submit the project to the United 
States Forestry Bureau for a decision. 

The proposal includes the establishment of 
a Nursery in the canyon for the growing of 
millions of trees for reforestation in the 
Southern California forest area. The city 
water department has offered a twenty-acre 
site to the forestry bureau and the county 
will co-operate by employing a Nursery ex- 
pert to care for the Nursery. 

The government recently appropriated 
$30,000 for the establishment of two Nurser- 
ies in California, one in the south and a sec- 
ond in the north. Assistant Forester Clapp 
predicted that actual work of setting out 
trees will begin by fall.

Big Plans for 1930 

Believing that the demand for forest trees 
will reach 20,000,000 annually by 1930, the 
Pennsylvania Department of Forests and 
Waters is preparing to plant hundreds of 
pounds of seed in state Nurseries. It is pro- 
posed to make the plantings about 90 per 
cent coniferous trees, the remainder to be 
hardwoods. 

Under the pregram mapped out the de- 
partment hopes to have the following pro- 
duction by 1930: White pine and red pine 
1,500,000 each; pitch pine 2,700,000, Norway 
spruce and Japanese larch, 1,800,000 each; 
other conifers 2,700,000, red oak 700,000, 
white ash 600,000, black walnut 100,000, 
black locust 300,000, and other hardwoods 
300,000. 


Pennsylvania Prisoners as Nurserymen 

Inmates of the new western penitentiary, 
located at Rockview, Pa., during the past 
spring placed approximately 28,000 young 
trees on the mountain land of the institu- 
tion’s watershed. 

Two years ago the prison labor division of 
the welfare department established a Nur- 
sery at the penitentiary in co-operation with 
the ferestry department. Ten acres of the 
prison’s farm are now in trees and six acres 
are under development for future expansion. 

The purpose of the Nursery as established 
by the prison industries board is to rehabili- 
tate prisoners and the production of trees 
for forest planting. From fifteen to twenty- 
five inmates are regularly employed. Thei1 
rate of pay depends upon the proficiency in 
their work and the maximum being a half 
dollar a day. 

The inmates receive a training in Nursery 
practice. A course of lessons covering the 
growing of forest and ornamental trees has 
been prepared and a definite time set aside 
each week for classes. According to the au- 
thorities some of the men are becoming pro- 
ficient in the work. At present there are 
‘three men employed in the Nursery who 
have had experience in Nurseries of Europe. 

The men also have prepared a demonstra- 
tion plantation of eight acres which has 
been planted along the state highway run- 
ning through the grounds. 


Two More Federal Nurseries 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 10—The office of 
public buildings and grounds yesterday an- 
nounced that two additional Nurseries will 
be established and arrangements made to 
replace those trees destroyed in recent wind 
storms. 

This action followed a tour of inspection 
by Maj. U. S. Grant 3d, director of the office; 
I. W. Payne, landscape architect; Charles 
Henlock, chief of the horticultural division, 
and F. T. Gartside, chief of the park mainten- 
ance division. 

Because trees growing on hill sides and 
high grounds will not thrive in low places, 
the officials plan to establish one Nursery 
for trees growing in low and wet ground in 
East Potomac Park near the tourist camp, 
and another for trees on high ground on the 
Fort Davis site. 

Planting of willows to replace those de- 
streyed in East Potomac Park and other 
trees and shrubbery for the Rock Creek-Po- 
tomac parkway from Calvert street bridge 
to Massachusetts avenue will be started this 
fall. 

Forest Legislative Survey 

A forest legislative survey shows that 
there are nine states with effective laws in- 
tended to encourage the practice of forestry, 
chiefly through the exemption of taxation on 
young growing stands of timber or replanted 
lands. 

Forty-one states have forestry depart- 
ments or corresponding agencies. The 
states which do not maintain forestry offi- 
cials or departments are: Arizona, Arkan- 
sas, Florida, New Mexico, Nevada, Utah and 
South Carolina. 


° 
Decided to Reforest Farm 

The New York Conservation Commission 
quotes recults of its distribution of pine, 
spruce, cedar, locust and larch seedling trees, 
shewing successful growth of the trees on 
mun_cipal lands, watersheds, etc.; but the 
testimonials include some like the following: 

Lithgow Osborne of Auburn, N. Y., ac- 
ccmpanied his order for trees for spring 
planting with the following report: “It may 
interest you to know that the 9,000 trees I 
put in last spring, white and Scotch pines 
and spruces, have all done splendidly. The 
grass has grown up around them but diligent 
search has failed to see one which is not 
alive and flourishing, and some of them have 
grown more than twice their original size. 
Four thousand of them have been planted by 
Boy Scouts. This present order will cover 
the remaining acres of a small farm which 
has never been profitable and which I de- 
cided to reforest instead of trying to have 
worked.” 

The seedlings are sold to private land 
owners at $2 per thousand f. o. b. Nursery. 
Tor planting on publicly owned land the 
trees are furnished free at the Nursery. 


Private Land Owners’ Big Plantings 





Private land owners in New York State 
this year planted 8,464,800 trees, supplied 
by the Conservation Commission, more than 
twice as many as in 1925. 

Municipalities more than doubled their 
plantings in public forests, making a total of 
2,311,400 trees. 

Plantations by industrial concerns that de- 
pend upon the forests for their raw material 
totalled 1,417,300 an increase of 89,700 over 
a year ago. 

School districts in the rural sections of 
the state increased their plantings more than 
sevenfold, planting 227,700 trees as com- 
pared with 28,700 last year. 

Boy Scouts planted 70,600 trees, doubling 
their reforestation activities of last year. 

The commission said: 

“There are now growing in the commis- 
sion’s three forest Nurseries at Saratoga 
Springs, Lowville and Lake Cler 90,000,000 
young forest trees of which 40,000,000 will 
be ready for planting next year. These young 
trees are furnished for $2.00 to $4.00 per 
thousand.” 


2403 Private Planters 


Tabulations compiled by John W. Keller, 
chief of the Bureau of Extension, Pennsyl- 
vania Department of Forests and Waters 
shows that 2,403 tree planters set out a total 
of 9,169,541 trees in Pennsylvania during the 
spring of 1926. This is the largest number 
which has been set out in one spring plant- 
ing season since the Department began to 
distribute trees to private planters. The 
trees planted during the past spring will 
reforest approximately 9,100 acres of idle 
land. When the trees reach maturity they 
will produce about 352,000,000 board feet of 
lumber, an amount equal to three-fourths of 
the state’s present annual lumber cut. 

In sixteen years private planters have ob- 
tained 50,086,540 trees from the state Nur- 
series. 

The Milton Nursery, recently acquired by 
the state on a 100-acre plot of ground in 
Northumberland county, is expected to quad- 
ruple the state’s Nursery capacity. 

1,000,000 a Year in Nova Scotia 

The Government of Nova Scotia has au- 
thorized the establishment of a forest Nur- 
sery at Lawrencetown, in Annapolis County. 
There about two years ago Mr. Barnum, a 
private lumberman, planted at Annapolis 
Royal the seeds of Norway spruce, white 
spruce, Sitka spruce and Norway, white and 
Sitka pine. It is expected that the Law- 
rencetown Nursery will have a yearly pro- 
duction of 1,000,000 trees.

if he had 100,000 trees to plant he would 
plant 50,000 Gold Medal Elbertas and 50,000 
J. H. Hales. 

Mr. Stark, who brought the J. H. Hale 
peach and the Delicious apple into promi- 
nence, is now just as enthusiastic about the 
Downs Gold Medal! Elberta. 

TRADE MARK RECOMMENDED 

“Peach growers of all regions, notably the 


New Jersey experiment station, have been 
working to create the ideal Elberta,” said 


Mr. Stark. “The Downs Gold Medal in my 
judgment, meets their specifications. 

“This peach is a typical Elberta and is as 
superior to the criginal Elberta as the Deli- 
cious is superior to the Ben Davis. Possibly 
the name may be confusing as Michigan at 
one time had a Gold Medal peach which was 
weighed in the balance and found wanting. 

“Commercially, therefore, I would suggest 
to Mr. Downs and the peach growers that 
the Yakima valley should have a registered 
trade mark brand ‘Yakima Elberta’ and this 
brand should appear on all fresh fruit as 
well as the canned preduct. There is a 
world market fcr quality peaches in all 
forms; for pollination and other reasons, I 
would alternate the J. H. Hale and the 
Downs Elberta. The J. H. Hale requires a 
pollenizer. The Elberta pollenized by the 
J. H. Hale is improved in shape, style and 
smoothness, less fuzz. And there are other 
sufficient reasons for alternating varieties. 

VALLEY PRAISED 

“The Yak'ma valley is renowned for big 
men who do horticultural things in a big way 
and I should like to see a union of forces of 
Yakima’s leading growers for the develop- 
ment of a $1,000,000 orchard proposition 


Personally, there is nothing that would 
please me better.’ 
Mr. Stark said he had been busy for a 


week, going through the valley and is only 
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fairly started. The Yakima valley is one of 
tremendous development and the greatest 
development is yet to follow. 

FRUIT GROWERS FAVORED 

“The Yakima valley is the land of 
premise,” said Mr. Stark, “for the home- 
maker who may be interested in developing 
a 10-acre hcme tract, or larger. Diversified 
fruit growing is doubtless the ideal plan, the 
surest and the most prefitable. My first con- 
nection with the great orchard development 
is represented in a 1000-acre orchard in the 
Roswell regicn of New Mexico. I have had 
scmething to do with several other large de- 
velopments, from New Jersey westward, 
ccmmercially along co-operative lines. 

“I think I would be interested in an orch- 
ord ¢evelorment worthy of the value and the 
opportunity. Now that the experimental 
stage has been passed, there is a substantial 
opening for large capital. The Morgan in- 
terest financed a great orchard proposition in 
New Jersey. Therefore, I would like for 
Edgar Smith, the Wall street orchard expert, 
to work out a plan for the model orchard of 
tcmecrrow. What would he plan?

Strange that, so far as has been re- 
ported, only two states have taken up this 
matter successfully with government author- 
ities. 

Meantime the probability is that 
werk of the kind that Adolf Muller has been 
doing in Pennsylvania, by way of protest, 
will have to be done if a precedent in the 
way of supplying private land owners on a 
questionable basis is not firmly established.

FOR AIRPLANE OBSERVERS 

This matter of publicity is certainly an 
elastic, expansive thing. Long ago we all 
gave up trying to keep track of the number 
of its various forms. The conquering of the 
air has brought out heretofore unthought of 
phases. We might have expected that the 
home town of former President Harlan P. 
Kelsey of the A. A. N.—Salem, Mass.— 
would be first to “hang out its shingle” to 
aviators, for where H. P. K. is there must be 
progressiveness in the extreme. 

According to government air authorities 
Salem has just unveiled the biggest aero 
nautical ground sign in the country. 

Sixty bags of hydrated lime and 120 bags 
of cement were used to construct, in letters 
30 feet high and 10 feet wide, the words 
“Salem, Massachusetts,” which are readable 
from extreme altitudes. This composition 
gives a beautiful cream color which is con- 
trasted against a jet black tar roof. 

The length of the sign is nearly one-sixth 
of a mile; it will be illuminated at night. 

Nurserymen’s storage and packing houses 
are expanding. Soon airplane passengers 
may look down upon, not only acres of trees, 
roses and other plants, but also firm names 
in white on tarred packing house roofs locat- 
ing the serried verdue. Will it be Paines- 
ville, O., or Louisiana, Mo., from which the 
first announcement will come?

CO-OPERATION WITH NURSERYMEN 

An instance of the marked tendency of 
gcvernment authorities to co-operate with 
Nurserymen is the action of the chief in- 
specter of the Arkansas Plant Board, Paul 
H. Miller, in arranging that the annual in- 
spection of Nurseries in that state shall be 
made this year in August and September— 
considerably earlier than usual—for the pur- 
pose of detecting outbreaks of San Jose 
seale and putting through of remedial oper- 
ations. 

Where Nursery blocks are found to be ad- 
jacent to shrubs, trees, or plants already 
infested with the scale, efforts will be made 
to induce the operator to root up dangerous 
elements and give his commercial stock a 
chance at immunity from the pests. In the 
past, Nursery inspections have usually re- 
sulted simply in condemnation of stock 
which otherwise might have been shipped 
clean by the owners. 

Such co-operation is in line with that 
which has signally characterized the activi- 
ties of the U. S. Department of Agriculture; 
as for instance in the matter of setting the 
date for exclusion of rose and fruit stocks 
and also the development of a domestic sup- 
ply. 


Fruit tree Nurserymen will be interested 
in a Department of Agriculture survey show-

As to peach and apple varieties which ex- 
cite ccmment on the Pacific Coast among the 
preducers, (and therein lies a pointer for 
Nurserymen who have an eye out for profit- 
able kinds) W. P. Stark, Philadelphia, nuw 
on the coast, writes under date of Aug. 10th: 

Yakima Valley growers are selling J. H. 
Hale on track for 11.00 per box, and a strong, 
active demand. They are fortunate to get 
50c per box for A-1 Elberta. Today Mr. 
Westlake of the Westlake market, and others 
in Spokane, were selling J. H. Hale at $1.25 
and $1.50 per box, the finest Elbertas at 50c 
to 75c. The Crawfords along side are rather 
soft, lacking in color, and slow at 50c. 

The Champ Clark Delicious, the bright red 
Washington strain, because of its solid red 
color and incomparable beauty, is not only 
adding 50c to $1. per box to the grower, but 
will prove a sensation in all markets. 

The peach growers prefer the Eastern 
grown peach trees to those grown on the 
coast. The American Fruit Growers, Inc., 
Yakima, are shipping Downs Gold Medal, an 
improved strain of Elberta—it is the Fay El- 
berta of Newcastle, California. In the Her- 
ald interview to those who are wedded to 
Elberta, we have suggested improving the 
Elberta strain and also the pollination of the 
J. H. Hale by alternating these varieties in 
the erchard. 

Walter Choi has opened the Hollister Nur- 
sery, Hollister, Cal., for the sale of orna- 
mental stock. He has the agency for the 
California Nursery Co., and is a landscape 
gardener.

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It is with great pleasure that we meet here in this beauti- 
ful city of Victoria, so interesting in its natural scenery and 
landscapes, its beautiful parks and buildings and its kind hos- 
pitality which will be long remembered by all those present, 
and I feel highly complimented in being President at this con- 
venticn. 

This association was founded some 24 years ago in the city 
of Portland, Oregon, by the Messrs. Miller, Brownell, Lewis, 
McDonald and a few others and due to their persistent effort 
ever since, and for which this asssociation is most thankful, 
has developed way beyond their expectations. It does not only 
include, as originally started, fruit and shade trees, but orna- 
mentals, conifers and bulb growing as well. 

The Pacific Coast, for which the association derives its 
name, extends to the South frem the tropics in Mexico and 
North to the Arctic Circle, and is distributed through three 
nations, Mexico, the United States and the Dominion of Can- 
ada. Due to her geographic position and being protected to 
the East by the Rocky Mountains and to the West by the warm 
Pacific Ocean, her climatic conditions and the fertility of her 
soil ave such that it is one of the richest agricultural districts 
in the whole world. Her area is less than one-twentieth of 
the entire western hemisphere. 

It has a range of climates which are all temperate and it 
offers more comfort in living than any other part of the con- 
tinent. It permits the growing of fruits and vegetables through 
every month of the year. Having no extreme temperature it 
permits the growing of a very large variety of plants, shrubs 
and flowers. The Pacific Coast is still in its infancy but will 
actually develop to be the garden spot of America. 

We are all deeply interested in the development of the 
Nursery Industry and Agriculture, of which the Nursery In- 
dustry is a part, the basis of all industries. A prosperous ag- 
riculture is the index of a prosperous nation. 

It is up to us Nurserymen who are pioneers of a civilization 
to see that such development takes place in the least possible 
time. It is through the constant effort of horticulturists in im- 
proving fruits, flowers and plants by hybridization, careful 
selection of seeds and scions and better cultivation that we 
have made this world a better and nicer place in which to live. 

If Nurserymen do not always receive due and just apprecia- 
tion, it is owing to the few unreliable persons in the trade 
and it is up to us to take care of them, and eliminate them 
through education, legislation or otherwise. Let us adhere to 
a code of ethics and see that every member is cognizant of 
same and live up to it. 

We should constantly be awake to advancement in methods 
of combating or preventing disease and insects and get ac- 
quainted with new varieties of plants and discard old ones 
which are inferior. We should educate the public in how to 
take care of our products after they are planted. A satisfied 
customer is our best means of advertising. 

I would recommend to the members of the association, Nur- 
serymen and Florists in general, to be very careful in the se- 
lection of their salesmen and agents and see that they have at 
least some practical knowledge of the material they are trying 
to dispense, and by so doing would greatly help the standard 
of appreciation of the general public toward the Nurseryman. 


REVIEW OF PACIFIC COAST NURSERY CONDITIONS 


By President J. J. Bonnell, at Recent Victoria, B. C. Convention 


Let us bear in mind that unlike most other merchandise, which 
looks best at time of sale, Nursery stock is an unfinished pro- 
duct which requires several years to reach perfection after it 
is planted. 

{in the past years quarantines have been established in the 
Northwest. One relating to the shipment of poplars and wil- 
lows due to a caterpillar. Others were recommended by the 
Western Plant Quarantine Board at its last meeting in Olym- 
pia, Wash. One referring to the shipment of bulbs, another 
to Leuconium Coryla, which is a scale that attacks all decidu- 
ous fruit trees but particularly all soft maples and willows. 

Plant quarantines are a necessary evil but are nevertheless 
a handicap to our business and steps ought to be taken to re- 
move the causes of quarantines. 

The great drawback to enforce quarantine is the lack of 
funds available by the various state agricultural departments. 
In most cases very little is done to control or eradicate in- 
jurious insects or diseases and once established a quarantine 
is likely to remain in force for years and consequently inter- 
tere with the proper development of the Nursery Trade. 

Several bills were introduced within the past year at the 
different state legislatures. 

California introduced a Nursery lien bill which was defeat- 
ed, another prohibiting county horticultural commissioners 
from declaring quarantine of other counties without the ap- 
proval of the department of agriculture, which was enacted. 

Spec-ai appropriation was made for survey of insect pests 
which it is hoped will permit the removal of the so-called, 
“reasonable cause to presume,” which authorizes inspectors to 
condemn stock which is clean. 

Oregon had a lien law passed at the last sesssion as re- 
ported by S. A. Miller, member of the legislature, at the last 
convention in Portland. Washington had several bills intro- 
duced but only one was enacted; it deals with grading and 
packing Nursery stock, vegetables and bulbs. 

Services rendered by our field secretary have been of 
great value to the association and have contributed a good deal 
in stabilizing and preventing over-production and | highly 
recommend same to be continued. 

Many other problems concerning the Nursery Trade ought 
to be looked into, such as: , 

Selling of plants by the department stores. 

Codification and uniformity of inspection laws and packing 
regulations. 

Horticultural laws should be better enforced and in many 
instances could be amended to afford better protection to the 
public and the trade. 

Taxation of growing Nursery stock requires urgent atten- 
tion. 

Field inspection during the growing season to determine 
condition as to cleanliness and infestation, if any, rather than 
inspection at time of shipment. 

Means ought to be devised to prevent the stealing of Nur- 
sery stock which has been prevailing for the last two years 
and amounting to several thousand dollars. The association 
would appreciate very much any constructive suggestions 
made by any of its members, which would tend to the better- 
ing of the trade.

Here is a practical guide for those who are 
called upon to design a plan for landscaping 
a small property. The book is appropriately 
named, for it is just what the title indicates. 
It is well arranged and the author gives help- 
ful suggestions at every step. It will prove 
of direct value to the Nurseryman; indeed, 
in recent years by reason of the increased 
interest in the use of ornamental Nursery 
stock, there have been many calls for the 
information this book contains. 

Since the days of Washington’s Mount Ver- 
non and Jefferson’s Monticello, as the author 
says, the design of small properties has been 
neglected, landscape architects declaring 
that they cannot afford to handle this type 
of work where the expenditure is compara- 
tively small. “Some Nurseries and a host of 
landscape gardeners have attempted to fill 
the gap,” says Mr. Bottomley. 

“Can we expect men whose main interest 
has been in growing and selling plants to be 
proficient in their proper arrangement? And 
plant arrangement is but a part of small 
property design.” 

The author shows two plans, each on a full 
page, one by a Nurseryman and one by a 
landscape architect, and then 
compare them. The comparison in detail re- 
sults in constructive criticism greatly to the 
benefit of the There are 62 full 
page landscape designs for city and country 
homes—designs for small back yards; for 
thirty foot, forty foot, forty-five foot, fifty 
foot, fifty-five foot, sixty foot, seventy-five 
foot, one hundred foot city lots; for three 
city properties, city large 
city properties, corner lots, triangular lots, 
etc., and for country homes. There are valu- 
able and interesting chapters on planting 
and maintaining in connection with design.

For Uniform Catalogue Size 

In a discussion recently with a prominent 
Nurseryman, the suggestion was made that 
there could well be uniformity, or at least 
a greater degree of uniformity, in the size of 
price lists and catalogues as issued by Nur- 
serymen onvenience in filing if for 
nothing else. Present sizes vary greatly, 
some resembling a small newspaper in size 
and others capable of vest pocket use. 

Since an account of increased expense of 
production and distribution of catalogues 
there is greater desire than formerly on the 
part of the sender that his production shall 
meet some measure of preservation, it would 
seem that a suggestion for making easy the 
preservation of a catalogue for reference is 
well worth considering. Perhaps a construc- 
tive idea is to seek to conform to the size 
most in use, so that the new catalogue going 
out will be likely to find a place with others 
that have been filed. 

This is a good subject for A. A. N. activity.
